The evidence at the trial 
was to the'effect that Helton 
fouud Ellis and both got drunk. 

They entered Beatty 's office 
jnst as Beatty was makiug out 
warrants for the arrest of both of 
them for disorderly conduct, and 
Constable Heath was waiting to 
serve the warrants. As soon as 
the two entered shooting began, 
and when the smoke cleared a- 
way Beatty was dead among his 
unfinished warrants and Heath 
was on the floor breathing his 
last.
